We have run three terms of school of eight weeks each 
in each of:schools No,s 2, 5, 4 and 5, viz: a spring a fall 
and a winter term, there were but two terms in No. 6a 
fall and a winter term, each of eight weeks. | 

We have estimated the cost of schools to be $29.46 per 
week, which includes fuel aiid minor, necessary supplies. 


REPORT Or SGrCOGLs. 
No.2 | 


The spring term was taught by Mrs. Blanch Jones with 
her usual success. The fail and winter terms were taught 
by Miss Joan P. Gale of Lower Bartlett. This was her 
first attempt at teaching, but she was remarkably success- 
ful, being systematic, methodical and persistent in her 
work and a natural disciplinarian, she gave untversal sat- 
isfaction. 


No. 3 


In this school the spring term was tavght by Miss 
Martha A. Eastman of Stow, Me. She had had some ex- 
perience in teaching before in her native town, so the 
work was not new to her. She did the work well and 
conscientiously, her pupils made excellent progress and 
we consider her work to be of thorough value. The fall 
term was taught by Guy Cole of Limington, Me..a grad- 
uate of Cornish High School. Most of the scholars made 
vood advancement under his tuition. The winter term 
with the exception of one week was taught by Miss M. 
Ethel Halroyd, of Bradford, Mass., a graduate of Brad- 
ford High School. She worked very hardin her school 
and sincerely endeavored to please both scholars and pa- 
rents. The scholars never did better work than under 
her management, but bemg somewhat broken down in 
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health, she closed her school -at the end of the seventh 
week, the remaining week was taught by Miss Horacetina 
W. Crowley, who was educated at Castine Normal School. 
She brought with her modern methods of teaching, and 
is a teacher of mnch natural ability, without doubt a born 
school teacher. ~Her services were retained for the Fitz 
School. 


No. 4 


The spring term was taught by Miss Flora Tennant, 

who gave perfect satisfaction to the parents and scholars 
and did satisfactory work. The fall term was taught by 
Miss M. Ethel Halroyd, a young woman possessing a fine ed- 
ucation and of stedfast, upright principles. The work was 
new to her, this being her first school. She, at first made 
a few mistakes in her duties, which when pointed out to 
her she willingly remedied, but failing to win the love 
and confidence of her scholars and the respect of the pa- 
rents her school was a failure. 
The winter term was taught by Miss Annie B. Pemberton 
of Groveland, Mass., a graduate of Gioveland High School. 
She is a teacher of considerable experience and came to 
this place with superior recommendations from the Supt. 
of the schools where she has taught previously. She has 
without doubt done valuable work and given perfect sat- 
isfaction to all concerned. 


No. 5 


Miss Helen Stilphen taught the spring term with good 

results. Having taught this school once before she under- 
stood the needs of the school] and all appeared gratafied 
with her work. 
The fall and winter terms were taught by Miss Nellie 
Hardy of Fryeburg, Me., who received her education at 
the district schools and Fryeburg Academy. Teaching 
was a new experience to her. She has been very fortu- 
nate in her work and has performed her duties faithfully, 
her pupils showing thorough and painstaking study. 


In this school there were but two terms taught, a fall 
and winter term. The teacher, Miss Camila Stillings of 
Bartlett. She was educated at New Hampton and evi- 
dently understands her business as a teacher. We were 
very fortunate in securing her services for this school. 
Her work has been of a superior or der, and the results of 
perfect satisfaction. 

Through the generosity and kindnessof Mr. and Mrs. 
W. Scott Fitz each one ot the five schools has been provi- 
ded with a term of ten weeks in addition tothe town school 
said schools being now in session at the time of writing 
this report. It is expected that especially good work will 
be done by the pupils of these schools in appreciation of 
the kindness of the donors. The names of the teachers 
whose services were retained for these schools are as fol-

REPORT OF THE LIBRARIAN. 


To the Board of Trustees of the Jackson Free, Public 
Library. 


Gentlemen:— The following is the report of the work 
in the library for the year ending Feb. 14, 1898. 

The library has been open for the circulation of books 
119days. The circulation has been 1,450 volumes. There 
has been an average weekly circulation of 50 volumes, an 
average monthly circulation of 120 volumes. The num- 
ber of volumes added to the hbrary during the year is 42 
of which 54 have been given to the library and 8 volumes 
have been made by binding pamphlets. 

The library is indebted to the Hon. W. E. Chandler and 
to other persons at Washington and Concord for public 
documents. Others, notably Mrs. W.S. Fitz, Mrs. J. F. 
Carlisle, Miss Anna D. Ludlow and Mrs. M. C. Wentworth 
have enriched the library by gifts of books and periodicals, 
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The library receives regularly the following named 
magazines. 

Cosmopolitan, Harpers, Ladies Home Journal, Munsey, 
McClures, Phrenological Journal, Rerview of Reviews, 
Round Table and St. Nicholas. Mr.G.F. Willey also adds 
the People and Patriot to the list of reading matter. 

Gen. Wentworth donated lumber and Mr. Andrew 
Gallant kindly fitted several additional shelves to the
